"We must think * * * in terms of assassinating 
federal judges, of burning the stores of 
businessmen who act as if they are more 
interested in what’s good for business than 
what's good for White America, of 
dynamiting the TV transmitters and news¬ 
paper presses of the alien news manipulators, 
of harshly punishing Whites - - male or 
female - - who fraternize sexually with 
non-Whites, of putting the fear of terrible 
retribution into every treacherous politician 
and System-serving editor, advertiser, 
bureaucrat, or other public person." 

The above mentioned issue of "Attack1" also contained 
an article on Page Six entitled "Revolutionary Notes", which 
gives the details, including a diagram, for the construction 
of an improvised detonator designed to trigger commercial, 
military or homemade explosive charges. An introduction to 
this article states:

There are at least 
a score of rightist political 
organizations In thU country, 
all pitifully weak and loef- 
foe live (moat Just pitiful) 
which either openly ur covert¬ 
ly pfofus revolutionary alms, 
but quite obviously none has 
been able (o answer our 
question. 

The standard, unsuccessful 
procedure has been to publish 
a monthly newsletter. Issue 
a 10-pcint (or 12-point or 
4-polal) program for victory, 
•toge occasional public dem¬ 
onstrations or picket* to get 
headlines, and organize the 
recruit* thereby picked up 
, Into local groups responsive 
to the edict* of the hierarchy 
back nt national headquarters. 

Gimmicks and Failure 

Every few months. In order 
to renew Interest and boost 
flagging enlhuslBsm. HQ will 
announce e new scheme de¬ 
signed to carry the organiza¬ 
tion anothor giant step toward 
political success, (he forma- 
lion of a paramilitary arm 
for "clearing the street* of 
traitors," a stale guberna¬ 
torial campaign In which the 
organization has added a 
candidate, a mw propaganda 
gimmick for launching the 
organization Into national prom¬ 
inence, or eomeihing else 
equally grand and hopeless. 

Members coma and mem¬ 
bers go, but fewer chon a 
handful of such groups have 
ever accumulated a "bard 
core" of more than 100 mem¬ 
bers at ony one time. They 
would not be noticed at all 
if the System • controlled press 
did not occasionally find ll 
useful to raise the specter 
of revolution from the right. 

It Is easy enough 10 find 
cvciivii* fnr this rolussal full- 


end difficulties. 

Essence Is Action 
The essence of revolution 
1* neither revolutionary rhe¬ 
toric nor revolutionary or¬ 
ganization but revolutionary 
action. Both rhetoric sod or¬ 
ganization are, of course, in¬ 
dispensable. Bui the great 
fallacy of the radical right 
today la the belief that 
riirtoHc and organisation 
• lone are sufficient. • They 
are npt. 

Regardless of all Uia bom¬ 
bast about fighting the enemy 
and imathUig the System 
which: Issues from the right, 
no right • revolutionary or¬ 
ganization can be taken very 
seriously as long as that or¬ 
ganization continues to play 
the game by the System's 
rules. 

Political Hobbyists 
Our race has never beco 
tn greater jeopardy than to¬ 
day Neither Hun nor Moor 
nor Mongol ever posed a 
more dcedly threat to our 
racial existence than docs 
the alien - controlled System.

They 
understand intuitively (hat 
lh*J game being played now la 
for Weeps, that Ihe stakes are 
(ho life or death of our race. 

More Dynamite, Lea* Repartee 

While the Bill Buckleys 
have attacked the avowed 
enemies of White America 
willi clever repartee over 
cot Malls and while the so- 
called "militant" right has 

picketed sod demonstrated 
and shouted slogans. the 
Klauamen and the Minutr 
men have gone at those en¬ 
emies with lire Irons and 

giiullne — and, even moro 
appropriately, with dynamite 
and machine gunt. 

The fact that the head 

Mlrutcman la currently con¬ 
fined In a federal, penitenti¬ 
ary, as aro a vury Subtlsnliai 
portion of the best Klan ac- 
llvista, and that bath organ¬ 
isations have been phenom¬ 
enally unsuccessful of late 


la beside the point. Neither 
Klansmen nor Minutemen 
have displayed the cleverness 
and (elf-diactpllne to match 
their bravery and reckless¬ 
ness, ond they have paid the 
price thereof. 

Can t Win Without Attaching 

The point Is that no group 
of patriots, regardless how 
clever and sophisticated, are 
Justified in taking themselves 
seriously unless they are will¬ 
ing — like the Kino and (he 
Minutemen — to employ direct 
action against the anemias of 
. our people. 

The criterion which separates 
the dilettantes from Ihe revo¬ 
lutionaries Is the willingness 
to perform a revolutionary 
ecL And whoever Is so willing 
must be prepared lo suffer 
deprivation, Imprisonment, or 
death when the System strikes 
back. There Is no way to be 
certain of avoiding such re¬ 
prisals. One can only attempt 
to minimize one’s own losses 
by fighting ns Intelligently 
as possible. 

The Black Paolhera 

Actually, our enemies pro¬ 
vide for us a far more In- 
atructlva example of th« ef¬ 
ficacy of revolutionary actioo 
than do our friends. 

Prior to October I9M the 
Black Panther Party did not 
exist A little over two years 
later It had gained such prom¬ 
inence that J. Edgar Hoover 
Identified the Black Panthers 
in Mi IMS report to Congress 
ea "the greatest threat to 


(lie Internal security of the 
country." 

The key to this meteoric 
rtas was the deliberate and 
brutal murder of 14 White 
pollcomen and the wounding 
by gunfire of some til others 
In a space of U months > 

To moat of lh« Black com¬ 
munity Ihe While cop, or 
"pig." Is an object or Intense 
haired To them the police 
ar* agents of iht authority 
which subjects them to tha 
White man's laws and customs 
— laws and customs which 
arc alien lu their nsUire. 
vicarious Murder 

Every lime the Panthers 
gunned down another White 
policeman, every Black In 
Ihe community shored a vi¬ 
carious thrill of triumph. The 
Panthers look on the aura 
of Black Robin Hoods. Young 
Blacks looked up to them and 
Imitated them. Older Blacks 
gave them support, even wheel 
they were afraid lo approve 
of their tactics oponly. 

When the Panthers began 
tholr murderous career they 
were one of dosen* of loud 
mouth Afro-mllltant organiza¬ 
tions In America, all earning 
their living by making noisy 
and arrogant demands on 
White society. But while tha 
others continued flapping their 
lips, (he Panthors loaded their 
guns and went Into the streets. 

Actioo Wins Support 

Within tlx months of (heir 
founding they bad left the 
other Black groups In their 


du&t by staging • military- 
style Invasion of the Cali¬ 
fornia State Assembly, brand¬ 
ishing loaded rifles, shotguns, 
and pistols lu back up their 
demands. The sheer bravado 
of this coop gained for them 
overnight the hearU of Black 
America. The brawn cop- 
killing which hat been going 
on over since has clinched 
Ihe love affair. 

Jewish Help Inrldcoul 

It is true, of course, that 
wealthy Jews have given enor¬ 
mous sums of money to the 
Panthers, and that sympathy 
from this same element, which 
control* America's man me¬ 
dia. has resulted In millions 
of dollars' worth of free pub¬ 
licity for them. But this help 
came after (he Panthers had 
established their number-one 
post Hon, not before. Their 
success was due solely to 
Ihelr recognition of the neces¬ 
sity of revolutionary action 
and (hair willingness to accept 
the consequences of such 
action. 

It must be noted that among 
(hose consequences was the 
death, Imprisonment, or ex¬ 
ile •( most of Ihe BUrk 
Panther Party’s original lead¬ 
er* Such a heavy toll of 
Panther leader* was taken, 
to fact, that the group hsi new 
lost most nf the revlulh.nary 
Initiative It had earlier 

An Uncomfortable Decision 

So where does ail this leave 
ue? Not lo a very comfortable 
frame of mind, certainly. 

Our right-wing hobbylng 


that most of the sllem 
majority ere not enthusiastic 
advocate* of Iht System's 
racially doatniciivc goals.

fight the U.S. government." 

Since Mr. Nlsnn and the 
Congress ond thu Supreme 
Court have assured them that 
anything test than tulal racial 
Integration la unthinkable for 
America, ihe sllenl majority 
Is muttering, "wt*’»> got to 
loan* to live w.lh the Black*, 
whether we Ilka it «c not."

Terrible Retribution 

We must think Instead in 
terms of assassinating federal 
judge*, of burning tho alores 
of businessmen who act ok 
If they arv more Intureilcd 
tn whal'a good for business 
than whal'a good for White 
America, of dynamiting the 
TV iranamiuera and new*- 
paper presses of the alien 
news manipulators, of hardily 
punishing Wnuei — male of

Sometimes, loo, while dyna¬ 
mite, TNT, or other secondary 
explosives may be avalloble.

The Primary Explosive 

There are many different 
high explosive materials which 
may bo uived In bloating caps 
under emergency conditions, 
but nearly all modern ex¬ 
plosive* manufacturers have 
standardized »n the use of 
lead azide, and this Note 
will confine lUelf to lead 
azide caps. 

future Ncjiu> will deal with 
the preparation of other pri¬ 
mary explosives, such as 
fulminates, un-tylldca, and 
peroxides. Some of these other 
primary explosives may b« 
prvpored from materials much 
more widely available Ihnn 
those used fur lead azide, 
but they Buffer from one or 
more defects lit comparison 
with load elide. 

The following procedure 
for the prepor'iiion of lead 
azide la very' simple and 
straight forward, comparative¬ 
ly safe, and yii-Ub a reliable 
and effective p>,j<tvci.

hydrate crystals and 2V4 grama 
of sodium azide In SO ml (about

beakers. 

Weighing of the chemicals 
can be done on one of the 
very Inexpensive balances 
which I* furnished with any 
child’s chemistry set There 
can be purchased for two or 
three dollars at a large Sean 
or Montgomery-Werd store. 

If no balance is available, 
use a slightly rounded tea- 
sportful of the acetate and 
a slightly rounded half-tea- 
spoonful of the azide. 

When both chemicals are 
completely drived, pour the 
acetate solution Into the azide 
solution while stirring. A dense, 
while precipitate of lead azldn 
will Immediately form. 

Killer lo separate the feed 
azide and rinse with about 
50 ml of water in the filter 
paper. In a pinch, a piece 
nf newspaper can be used 
for (he miration. 

Dry the lead azide on the' 
filter paper In a warm, dry 
place, such as a furnace roam 
or a utility closet Avoid ex¬ 
posure to direct sunlight, 
which causes the lead azide to 
decompose, it la ready for 
use as noon as it It completely 
dry. 

Lead azldo U a rather sen¬ 
sitive high explosive, which 
con be Initialed by percus¬ 
sion or friction sa well at heal. 
It should be handled with great 
care.

Incendiary Plaster 


Stir the dry ingredients until 
thoroughly mixed. It does not 
hurt to spend five minutes or 
more blending the plaster and 
aluminum to insure complete 
homogeneity. 

When dry-blending is complete, 
add a little under a quart of water 
to the bucket while stirring 
vigorously. Mix to a uniform 
consistency about that of cake 
batter. Note that this step must 
be completed within a couple of 
minutes, otherwise the plaster 
may begin to set before it can be 
poured. 


There are a number of solid 
incendiary mixtures which 
recommend themselves for 
urban guerrilla use. Perhaps the 
most satisfactory of these is the 
one described here, which utilizes 
ordinary plaster of paris and 
finely divided aluminum. For 
safety, durability, and handiness 
it easily wins first prize. For 
incendiary effect it also scores 
quite high. 

Plaster of paris icaleium 
sulfate hemjhydrale) is 
universally available in building- 
supply and hardware stores. A 
five-lb sack usually costs under a 
dollar, and larger quantifies are 
even cheaper. 

Aluminum pawder is used in 
the paint' industry and in 
pyrotechnics. It is also available 
from laboratory supply houses at 
about $a/lb. 


Procedure 


Empty a 5-lb sack of plaster of 
paris into a bucket. Add 3’A lb of 
aluminum powder. (Postal 
scales, of the kind which may be 
’ bought for about two dollars in a 
stallopery store, arc handy for 
woiahlni! Iho aluminum.) 


Immediately pour the wet 
mixture Into suitable molds to 
harden. A convenient finished 
weight for the incendiary blocks 
is one pound, A block 6 inches by 3 
inches by lVt inches weighs 
approximately one pound, and 
any small pasteboard boxes of 
about those dimensions will serve 
as satisfactory molds. 

Allow the blocks to dry for two 
or three days in a warm, dry 
place. They can then be safely 
sawed, machined,' drilled, or 
painted. There is virtually, no 
danger of accidental Ignition, 
because of the very high ignition 
temperature required. 

Ignition 

A suitable ignition mixture for 
the plaster incendiary blocks 
may be prepared by mixing equal 
volumes of aluminum powder 
and finely powdered potassium 
permanganate. 

Potassium permanganate is 
used as a disinfectant and is 
available from behind the 
counter at most drug stores. It 
will generally not be in the form 
of a fine powder when purchased 

JlwH will • 



grinding with mortar and pestle 
• or some improvised equivalent. 

Drill- a H-inch-diameter hole 
1 inches deep in the end of each 
incendiary block. Firmly pack 
the holes to within 'A inch of their 
tops with the igniter mixture. 

An electric ignition squib or a 
time-delay chemical squib (both 
of which will be described in 
future Notes) may then be in¬ 
serted in the top (4-inch of each 
hole. 

A simple string fuse will 
generally not suffice to ignite the 
aluminum-permanganate igniter 
mixture. 

Application 

Once ignited, an incendiary 
block of the type described here 
cannot be extinguished before it" 
has completely consumed itself. 

. It will even. continue burning, 
while submerged in water. 


be successfully used in many 
cases for the sabotage of metal- 
enclosed objects, such as 
vehicles, power transformers, 
fuel storage tanks, and com¬ 
munications equipment. A one- 
jx>und block, however, should not 
be relied upon for burning 
through more than one-eighth 
inch of steel. Thicker steel 
structures can be successfully 
penetrated by using thermit in 
conjunction with an incendiary 
block. 

One interesting feature of this 
aluminum-plaster incendiary is i 
that it can be cast in almost any 
shape that comes to mind: a! 
piece of crockery, an ornamental 
bookend or wall plaque, a large 
ceramic tile, a length of concrete 
drainpipe. In such form it looks 
completely natural and harmless 
and gives no hint of its incendiary 
character.

PIERCE is identified in tha article as a former member 
of the National Socialist White Peoples Party, who runs the NYA 
newspaper, "Attack!", which is said to reach 30,000 persons.

The letter declared that NYA must be imaginative, 
innovative, ruthless and practical in this struggle. It further 
stated that tactics which have not worked must be discarded and 
new tactics which do work adopted. The letter stated that the 
new tactics adopted by NYA. might be distasteful to some but they 
were nevertheless necessary. It was anticipated that NYA might 
occasionally overstep the bounds of propriety or legality and that 
some NYA activists might go to prison. According to the NYA 
letter, virtually all right wing literature had been worthless in 
converting or liberating young people who had already come under 
the spell of "Reds" since the average right wing newspaper or 
pamphlet had been immediately recognized as such and discarded as 
"fascist trash." It was stated, however, that "the bold, forth¬ 
right revolutionary tone of 'Attackl' does catch the eye of young 
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Marxist militants and when one of them picks up a copy of our 
paper to read about homemade detonators, there is a very ftood 
chance he will also read the thought-provoking article by

No 
matter how bad the System is, 
wc arc unwilling lo sacrifice our 
material luxuries fo: the sake of 
securing Ihe future of Ihe race. 

We find loo difficult to accept 
that it is better that we suffer 
the worst privations, Ihe most 
grinding poverty, the most 
-tyrannical oppressions than that, 
wallowing in comlorl, we allow 
the race to die. 

And so we keep looking 
easier ways. 

But there aren't any easy 
ways. Maybe there were SO yean 
•go, bul not today. 

It is no longer possible to cure

The medium-sized bomb - i.e., 
an explosive device small enough 
lo be concealed on (he person 
(under a coal, or in a briefcase, 
handbag, thermos bottle, or Ihc 
like), yel large enough to do 
major structural damage to 
buildings, veliiclcs, etc. - is one 
of the most useful tools in the 
arsenal of the urban guerrilla. It is 
difficult to think of any 
'significant revolutionary 
campaign in the JOth century 
which lias not employed the 
. bomb as a means for building a 
. general climate of unease and lor 
undermining the confidence of 
the populace in the constituted 
authority. 

* Urban America is made to 
order for the determined 
""revolutionary aimed with a slock 
of medium-sired bombs. Skillful 
use of this important weapon 
alone, by a mere handful of 
intelligent terrorists, can virtually 
cripple any major city in America 
-at least temporarily. 

Although there wctc more 
than a thousand bomb incidents 
reported in the United States in 
1970, they were scattered, 
sporadic, hit-or-miss, 
uncoordinated, and, with few 
exceptions, amateurish. 
Nevertheless, even bombing of 
that sort can have a cumulative, 
son-trivia) effect on the public 
consciousness. A well-planned 
. campaign of bombing can wreak 
utter havoc.

11 1 ■ i, nr concealed m u 
No. 10 grapefruit-juice cun, can 
blast the entire facade off a small 
office building. II can do enough 
structural damage to the service 
core of a large skyscraper to 
disable all elevators and cut off all 
electrical power to the building. 
If left under the seat of a subway 
car over the front or rear axle, it 
can detail the train and cause a 
major subway tunnel blockage. 

Construction 

For our purposes, a 
medium-sized bomb has three 
components: the main 
(secondary) explosive charge, the 
primary explosive charge' 
(detonator), and the hardware. 

In this Note we will consider 
the most common case, in which 
commercial dynamite and 
blasting caps are both available to 
the bomber, and only the 
hardware need be hogtetniue.' 
cater Notes will deal with the 
improvisation of both secondary 
and primary charges. 

The sketch shows the general 
layout of an electrically initiated 
lime bomb. The only essentials, 
olhcr than the dynamite and the 
electric blasting cap, arc a 
flashlight cell and a watch 
(pocket or wrist) in reasonable 
running order. 

The watch is prepared by 
removing the movement from its 
case and drilling a small hole in 
the plastic crystal at a poinl about . 
halfway out from Ihcccnler. The 
hole can also be made with a 
red-hot sewing needle. 

The snipped-off end of a small 
nail or brad is fixed in Ihc hole so 
lli-'il one cud extends almost (lull 
not unite) to I he dial face and the 
olhcr end. projects about an 
eighth of an inch above the 
crystal. A dab of epoxy glue 
is used to firmly cement the nail 
end ir. place. (It is important to 
avoid the use of any non-epoxy 
glue which does not set rigid.) 
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flexible, insulated wire is soldered 
(o the upper end of the nail. (The 
kind of wire used in portable 
transistor radios is ideal.) 

The lower end of the nail must 
be bright and clean. It is scraped 
with a knife or s bit of fine 
sandpaper to be sure. » 

The minute hand is carefully 
removed from (he movement and 
discarded (unless « delay of less 
than one hour is desired). The 
edge of the hour hand is scraped 
or sanded until it is bright, and it 
is checked for s good contact 
with the nail. If necessary] the tip 
of the hour hand is carefully bent 
away from the dial a bit. 

Iieforc the movement is 
replaced in the case, it is showed 
to run down completely (unless 
the bomb is lo be used 
immediately). L 

When the bomb is to be used 
the watch is wound fully and the 
desired time interval set between 
the hour hand and the nail. At the 
last possible moment, the bared 
ends of the wires from the 
blasling cap are twisted together 
with the wires from the flashlight 
cell and the watch, and all 
componcnls are taped securely 
logellrer with plastic tape. 

If Die bomb is lo be inserted in 
a mct.jllic container, such as a 
lunch box or a flashlight case, all 
exposed wire surfaces which 
might contact the container are 
first covered with tape.

He Indicated that the techniques described in "Revolutionary Notes" 
are readily available in "underground" publications and non- 
classlfied government manuals. The source said he had no Infor¬ 
mation that "Revolutionary Notes" had provoked attempted bombings

The new Chairman is Luke Herds, leader of the 
tServicemen'n N.YA and at present stationed at Fort Gordon, GA. The election 
I of Herda as the new Chairman clearly sets the stage for youthful participa¬ 
tion in directing tho NYA and fulfills a promise made at the time of reorgan¬ 
ization that the “voice of the members will be heard."

The ANP-KUFENS supports and follows 
the line of hatred n,gainst Negroes, Jews, and communists 
through speeches, published literature, demonstrations and 
publicity-seeking devices for the purpose of seeking n legiti¬ 
mate, dominant., political party within the United States and 
In foreign countries, 

"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April A, 1963, 
published daily at Richmond, Virginia, stated that this 
organization was chartered in the State of Virginia ns

The Black Panther Party (BPP) was organized in 
December, 1966, at Oakland, California, by Huey P. Newton 
and Bobby George Seale with the publicly stated purpose of 
organizing black people to take control of the life, politics, 
and destiny of the black community. The current principal 
officers are Huey P, Newton, - Supreme Commander; Bobby G. Seale, 
Chairman; and David Hilliard, Chief of Staff. The Party publishes 
a newspaper called "The Black Panther" which has openly advocated 
the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in a revolutionary program 
to end oppression of the black people. Residents of the black 
community have been urged to arm themselves against police who 
are referred to as "pigs," 

In the April 25, 1970, edition of the paper, an article 
advocated the taking up of arms against the Government, killing 
officials, "thereby passing revolutionary Judgment against the 
number one enemy of all mankind, the racist U, S, Government." 

David Hilliard, quoted in "The New York Times" edition 
of September 13, 1969, stated,"We advocate the very direct 
overthrow of the Government by way of force and violence."

BPP National Headquarters is located at 1046 Peralta 
Street, Oakland, California. Branches of the BPP and groups 
known as National Committees to Combat Fascism under the direction 
of the BPP have been established at various locations throughout 
the country.

NATI0NA1 STATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP) 


On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article in the November 26, 
1957, Issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," a newspaper of Green¬ 
ville, South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new 
political party, to be known as the United White Party." Ac¬ 
cording to the article, the party was formed at a recently held 
meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many klansmen were 
represented. The UWP was reported as being opposed to all “race 
mixing organizations and individuals." 

The July, 1956, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank-and- 
file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the 
banner of the National States Rights Party," with national 
offices at Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of Klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites.

(NKKKX) 


A source advised that on May 22, I960, the 
National Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
met at Atlanta, Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the 
Klan's unity of effort and activities to establish a National 
Fund, and a National Secretary, and to design a new flag. 

The meeting was attended by representatives of the Federation 
of Ku Klux Klan, Alabama; Association of Arkansas Klans, 
Arkansas; Florida Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; 

Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association 
of Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 

North Carolina; Association of South Carolina Klans, South 
Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; and 
Kyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan,

A second source advised in March, 1964, that several 
meetings of Klan groups were held during the period 1960 to 
1963 in an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single 
leadership. 

The organization was granted a charter in DeKalb i 
County, Georgia, November 1, 1963, under the name National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., as a "patriotic, secret, | 
social, and benevolent order." 

A third source advised in December, 1963, that the 
organization had Issued a statement of Its program which 
indicated the organization to be anti-Negro, antJ-Jewish, 
anti-Catholic, and antl-forelgn born. 


A fourth source advised in July, 1968, that the 
organization has its headquarters in Tucker, Georgia, and 
day-to-day operations are under the direction of James R. 
Venable, Imperial Wizard.

Molotov Cocktail 

The Molotov cocktail con be 
one of Ihe guerrilla's most im¬ 
portant weapons. It is employed 
most often in an action situation 
involving opposing personnel or 
vehicles, although the basic 
device can be adapted for booby 
traps nnd certain sabotage 
projects. 

The weapon, named after Old 
Bolshevik Vyacheslav M. 
Molotov (alias Skryabin) and 
widely used by communist 
guerrillas in Europe, consists 
simply of a glass container filled 
with a flammable liquid and 
equipped with some mechanism 
for igniting the liquid when the 
container is shattered against a 
. target. 

The flammable liquid is nearly 
always gasoline, although thick¬ 
eners such as heavy motor oil or 
ioap are often added to modify 
the burning characteristics of the 
gasoline. 

Various ignition mechanisms 
may he used, allowing the 
guerrilla considerable freedom of 
choice in the preparation of his 
Molotov cocktails. 

The Basic Device 

The simplest possible ignition 
• mechanism is a rag wick 
saturated with gasoline and 
stuffed into Ihe open mouth of a 
gasoline-filled container. Im¬ 
mediately before hurling the 
container against a target, (he 
guerrilla ignites the wick with a 
match. The wick will generally 
burn tenaciously enough so lhal 
there is little danger of its 
blowing out on the way to the 
target

Advantage of Standardization 

Standardization of components 
and mass production offer the 
considerable advantage of in¬ 
creased reliability. For every 
bottle of suitable size and shape 
which has a proper cap and is 
satisfactorily frangible, a 
thousand can be found which 
cither have less satisfactory 
closures or cannul be fully 
depended on to break when they 
strike their targets. Likewise, for 
every suitable piece of wick 
material there will be an abun¬ 
dance of less-suitable material 
available Once a guerrilla group 
has settled on a particular con¬ 
struction for its Molotov cocktails 
and become familiar with their 
peculiarities, It will be ad¬ 
vantageous to stick with fire 
bombs of identical structure and 
materials. 

Disadvantage* 

Perilnpj 90 per cent of the 
Molotov cocktails ever used have 
been of the type dexcrfb&I above. 
Thur groat popularity is due to 
the eas? with which they can be 
made. 

Compared to otlici types, 
huwfvrr (hey do offer a couple of 
«ertr.ut dixadvofiUigw. In the 
first place. they can l»e very 


hazardous to an inexperienced 
user. If loo much wick is slicking 
out of Ihe bottle, or if a little 
gasoline from the saturated wick 
has iVq.pcd''djr-'a the ride nf tne 
bottle, (he violent flare-up when 
the wick is ignited may cause the 
person holding the bottle to drop 
it — with possibly catastrophic 
consequences. A number of 
would-be fire-bombers have 
accidentally incinerated 
themselves In this way. 

Another disadvantage is that 
the bomber becomes a highly 
visible target, (•specially at night, 
as soon as he lights his wick. 

To eliminate these short¬ 
comings, several types of 
wickless Molotov cocktails have 
been developed. 

Acid-Chlorate Ignition 

The wickless fire bombs 
described here require. In ad¬ 
dition to suitable bottles with 
plastic-lined caps and gasoline or 
gasoline-plus-oil as a fuel, con¬ 
centrated sulfuric acid, sugar, 
and sodium or potassium 
chlorate. 

The bottles are filled between 
V 4 and one-third full with con¬ 
centrated sulfuric acid. A plastic 
funnel should be used and great 
care should be taken not to get 
any ncid on the outside of the 
bottles.

Note that the 
sulfuric acid must be con¬ 
centrated; the dilute acid used in 
automobile batteries is not 
suitable. 

Approximately equal volumes 
of chlorate and sugar are 
dissolved together in the 
minimum volume of boiling 
water (removed from live source 
of heat before the chlorate and 
sugar are added). Long strips of 
cotton cloth about an inch wide, 
which -have previously -been 
boiled for a minute in plain water 
and wrung out, are stored into 
the hot, saturated solution until 
they have been thoroughly wetted 
by it.

The source advised that as of April 16, 1970, the 
NRP orogram remains.in effect and includes intentions to 
enact legislation to prohibit intermarriage between races, 
restrict American citizenship to mentally and genetically 
sound Caucasians, and hasten the repatriation of American 
Negroes to independent black African nations.
